WHAT IT MEANS TO BE THE BRITISH 
PRIME MINISTER. 


Nowhere Else In the World Is There Any 
Position at Once So Powerful and 8c 
Anomalous—The Office Is Without Lega’ 
Foundation, 


Nowbere else in the world is there 
kDY position at once so powerful and so 
anomalous, So long as he remains 


ed Kingdom is. possessed of -more real 
poxter than any single individual, un- 
less it be the czar“or the president of 
the United States, 

Yet, great as is the power of prime 
minister, the office has no foundation on 
| law. The prime minister is quite as un- 
known to the law as is the cabinet, If 
@ legal pedant, blind to all facts not in 
the statutes or the textbooks of the 
common law, were asked to define the 


the cabinet, he would be utterly at a 
loss. : 
In theory the prime minister is only 


@ privy councilor at the head of a de- | 


partment of state who is specially in 
the sovereign’s confidence and who usu- 


ally presides at an informal gathering | 


of certain of the privy councilors who 
happen to fold offices of state—a gath- 
ering which is called the cabinet. That 
is the furthest which the legal pedant ot 
our thought would dare to go, Yet, of 
course, the prime minister is, in fact, 
far more than the mere chairman of the 
cabinet, 

The cabinet, no doubt, has a great 
deal of power, but even if it were true 
once it iscertainly not true now that 
England is governed by a committee of 
15 or 16-persons. 

The prime minister, as a rule, makes 
his cabinet. He is commissionéd by the 
queen to form‘ cabinet, because he is 
the man whom she considers to possess 

*the confidence of a majority of the hause 
of commons. -He forms his cabinet by 
asking certain members of. the two 


| houses to hold the great offices of state. 


He might do this in one day and with- 
out consulting any one. : 

As a matter of fact, what usually 
happens is this: As soon as the commis- 
sion to form a government has_ been re- 
ceived, the prime minister takes into 

. his confidence the two or three who will 
hold the chief offices, and they talk 
together over the other names. When a 
man is decided upon, he, as a rule, 
joins the conclave and ‘helps to consult 
as to men and places, and so the cabinet 
gradually evolves itself. No doubt, as 
generally happens in this world, the 
prime minister’s choice is never réally 
free. 

Certain men must be in the cabinet, 
whatever happens, and hence they may 
be said not to be chosen by the premier, 
but to fe ministers in their own right. 
In spite, however, of this, the fact that 
they are asked to serve by the premier 
makes them feel his superiority. When 
the cabinet is made, the theory of the 
unwritten constitution is that the cabi- 
net governs. In reality it seldom does 
anything of the kind. === = 

Each cabinet minister bas very great 
power in his own department, but the 
cabinet as a cabinet can do little. Since, 
however, it knows everything that is 
going on it can exercise u great deal of 
indirect power. The previous knowl-

Theso things, small in them- 
selves, taken together, make the prime 
minister’s position what it is. He 
makes and can unmake a cabinet. He 
presides over it, and he has the right 
to advise in regard to every department, 
though this right is of course seldom 
exercised, and he has secured to. him 
beforeband the support of the rank and 
file or of any cabinet if it comes to a 
struggle between him and a colleagne, 
becausé the’ rank and file know that if 
the vremier is beaten he has it in bis 
power to upset the whole machine ot 
government. 

Hence the voices of those who want 
| to keep in office are always found on 
the side of tbe premier.—Pearson’s

000,000, 

It is not a matter of surprise that 
such announcements excite the cupidity 
of a section of the community or that 
from time to time attempts are made to 
surreptitiously lay hands-on some por- 
tion of the seductive treasure. 

‘Robbing.a ship’s safe on the Austra- 
lian coast is now conducted with the 
same silent and thoughtful deliberation 
as isthe solving of a difficult chess 
problem. The first thing the rifler seta 
his «heart upon is how to get the key. 
The theory, and indeed the general prac- 
tice, is that the captain checks the boxes 
as they are stored in the bullion room, 
locks the door when the transaction is 

complete, and, sleeping or waking, car- 
ries the key in « leather pouch around 
his neck till he unlocks the-door at the 
end of the voyage.

This Tararua was runving between 
New Zealand and Australia and had 
shipped boxes of gold at various ports. 
Altogether she was supposed to carry’ 
11 boxes: On arriving at Melbourne it 
was found that ong of these boxes was 
missing. Examination showed that some 
one had simply opened the door with a 
key, extracted the box and locked the 
. door again. 

The robbery from the Iberia, which 
left Melbourne for London in March, 
1889, is supposed to have been also ef- 
fected by means of a key surreptitiously 
procured. In that case the robbery was 
not discovered till the arrival of the 
vessel in London. 

The robbery from the China develop- 
ed in aremarkable way. Here the Ori- 
ental bank in Sydney placed the gold on 
board a coast steamer called the Avoca. 
At Melbourne the gold was trausship- 
ped to the China. The China touched 
at Adelaide and other ports, but it Was 
only at Galle the discovery of the rob- 
bery was made. Detectives opemted on 
all the ports simultaneously, but no- 
where could a clew be found. The 
amount missing was the usual $20,000. 

In 1878 a man named Weiberg, who 
had been a carpenter on the China, took 
up a selection in the interior of Victo- 
_ria. Before settling down he married a 
Melbourne barmaid-and appears tohave 
confided to ber some shady particulars 
of his past history. The Samson and 
Delilah story was in part. repented, and 
the public laid themselves out to watch 
Weiberg. The upshot was the arrest of 
the man as the safe rifler of the China. 

One thousand sovereigns were found 
in atin of fat stored away by him in 
Melbourne. In his hut was discovered 
a wooden plane stuffed with gold. The 
wood was ‘hollowed out and the gold 
dropped in. In the but was also discov- 
ered a bar of soap containing 200 sover- 
eigns,

The recovery of the Aredale gold was 
more satisfactory as far as amount is 
concerned. For nearly two years the 
police labored in -vain. The mystery 
might never have been cleared up but 
for an accident. A wharf lumper fish- 
ing at Nelson pier, where the Aredale 
had been berthed, hooked on to some- 
thing which excited his curiosity. Ob- 
taining assistance, the lumper succeed- 
ed in bringing to the surface the miss- 
ing box, with its treasure intact, The 
robber had evidently sunk tho box, in- 
tending to return for it when opportu- 
nity offered. —Chambers’ Journal.

A Roman Candle Bombardment That 
Stampeded the Three Hundred Braves 
and Started Them on s Run That Last- 
ed Into the Next Day. 


‘We never called Rooney by the 
hame of Jack, although his Christian 
name was Jobn, and in the cattle coun- 
try they was few men named after 
Christ’s chief disciple who was not 
known as Jack. We always called bim 
Jobn Rooney. Tho last I ever heerd of 
him he were living up in Nebraska, not 
far from Ogallala, on the soath fork of 
the Platte, just after the stream leaves 
the Colorado line.’’ 

Thus discoursed a fornier cattleman, 
who is. now pursuing a peaceful and 
commonplace life in Kansas City, the 
other evening. He was talking of. life 
on the big cattle range in the days when

ky, and I suppose they also had ‘beer. 
In them days I never could see the vir- 
tues of beer. 

‘‘As I was saying, you could get 
about any kind of liquor you wanted in 
Medicine Lodge, and so we kept pre 
well wet. .Rooney here displayed 
sagicity. While we all bad forgot 
all about them pesky Injuns he comes 
in one day we was to leave and puts in- 
to the wagon about 20 of them big ro- 
man candles that shoot ten times, you 
know, each shot a big ball. of yeltew, 
red or bluish flame. 

“« ‘What you going to do with them 
Fourth of July fixings now?’ we all asks, 
seeing as how it was getting closer to 
Thanksgiving.” 

‘« ‘Never you mind that,’ said John, 
kinder winking his eye southeast. 

“‘So.we all was mighty curious during 
€he trip back to the Canadian, but says 
nothing. A few days after we gets back 
them Injuns begins gathering for a an- 
nual feast of some kind, and then one 
night they prepares for one of them 
dances. Of course, all of the boys what 
could-be spared-wanted-off to. see the 
monkey business of them redskins. 
Then John Rooney, he called a council

ANDOVER DEFEATS EXETER 


Boys in Blue Out Play their New Rivals and 
Win the Ball Game, 8 to 2. - 


The Andover and Exeter nines met on 
the Andover campus, Saturday and An- 
dover won by a score of 8to2. After the 
fifth inning Exeter wasn’t in the game, 

It was an old time contest, in which 
intense, yet gentlemanly rivalry was dis- 
played ie both schools. Fully’ 5000 per- 
sons saw the game, including the stu- 
dents of both academies, the young 
ladies of Abbot- Academy, many alumni 
of Andover and Exeter and hundreds of 
townspeople and base-ball enthusiasts 
from neighboring cities and towns. 

Andover has played cleaner games this 
year than that of Saturday, but aside 
from the second inning the boys in blue 
played fast ball. The victory was won 
purely on its merits. Carter, Exeter's 
pitcher, was effective for afew innings, 
but he failed to hold out, while Seephen- 
son who has filled the box for Andover 
so creditably the past two years, was 
game to the end, Exeter’s heavy. bat- 
ters made only three hits. Stephenson 
also did effective work with the bat; 
Carter did nothing. ; 7 ; 

The excellent training which the An- 
dover nine has received from Coach 
Stearns, with the example of hard work 
which Captain Waddell had set was in 
evidence and on several occasions, plays 
which the boys have been drilled by con- 
stant practice to make, were .successful 
and were features of the coutest. There 
never was a prettier or sharper played 
double than that made by Matthews, 
Quinby and. Chapman, and Matthews’ 
bunt hit in the sixth was a_ beautiful 
play. It advanced Saunders to second 
and enabled him to score later in the in- 
ning Inthe seventh inning Stephenson 
pitched just three balls and the side was 
retired. HE. Barker hit the first ball -to 
Saunders, Who caught it easily; Carter 
hiked the looks of the first ball Stephen- 
enson sent to him and he popped out a 
fly to Ward, who captured «it; Little 
struck nervously at the first ball and sent 
the sphere slowly to Matthews, who 
threw it to Chapman, before the Exeter 
man had covered two-thirds of the dis- 
tance to first base.
